The committee appointed on deciduous 
trees reported that among the most useful 
and available trees for clumps and belts, we 
find for those easily propagated from seeds 
and enttings; among the first most valuable 
is the black walnut; next, we would say the 
white walnut or butternut ; third, the wild 
cherry ; and, wiih some diffidence, fourth, the 
white maple or silver leaf. There may be 
added the red elm, white eim, blue and white 
ash, hard maple, box alder, a lyna, 
and honey locust, together with all oaks, 
tc tmmortalize the planter. 

Among the exotics, we would say with 
some hesitation, the Lombardy poplar, silver 

plar, Osage or , white and yellow wil- 
owe; and, if nothing else will w, the 
everywhere-to-be-found cottonwood,
